The  boundaries  of  the  districts  have  remained 
unaltered  and  the  occupational  character  of  the  areas 
has  not  materially  changed,  being  in  the  main 
agricultural,  with  one  or  two  areas  given  over  to  heavy 
industry  and  the  winning  of  minerals  from  the  subsoil. 

STAFF 

The  staffing  arrangements  of  the  Public  Health 
Departments  are  the  same  as  last  year,  namely; - 
Lexden  &  Winstree ,  four  fully  qualified  sanitary 
Inspectors,  two  fully  qualified  Clerks -and  a  junior  to 
record  the  results  of  the  Housing  Survey, 

West  Mersea  and  Wivenhoe  each  have  one  fully 
qualified  Sanitary  Inspector.

As  the  death  rates  represent 
the  crude  rates  for  the  three  districts,  comparison  of  rates 
as  between  districts  cannot  be  made  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
composition  of  the  populations  in  the  various  age  groups  is  not 
necessarily  the. same. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 


Every  opportunity  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  persuade 
parents  to  present  their  children  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 
Facilities  have  been  provided  to  ensure  that  there  has  been  no  lack 
of  opportunity  for  such  protection.  Parents  have . also  been  canvassed 
so  that  children  already  protected  could  have  a  reinforcing 
innoculation  after  an  expiry  of  four  years.  Satisfactory  results 
have  been  obtained  from  this  procedure.  In  addition  local  medical 
practitioners  have  co-operated  in  innunising  appreciable  numbers  of 
children  in  their  own  practices.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supplies  in  the  three  districts  have  been  analysed 
at  frequent  intervals  during  the  year,  and  their  quality  has  remained 
satisfactory.  The  supply  has  also  proved  adequate  in  quantity.  The 
tendency  for  the  water  level  in  the  boreholes  to  fall,  which  was 
observed  last  year,  has  not  continued,  in  fact  a  slight  gain  has 
occurred  in  some  instances,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  Wivenhoo 
supply,  so  that  here  there  is  not  quite  the  same  anxiety,  although 
care  ..should  still  be  exercised  and  no  water  should  be  wasted. 

East  Mersea  is  still  supplied  by  a  public  shallow'  well ,  which 
supply  has  been  good,  the  quality  has  also  been  quite  satisfactory 
for  a  shallow  well. 

Both  complete  analyses  and  simple  bacterial  analyses  have  been, 
obtained  for  samples  from  all  supplies  during  the  year. 

Wivenhoo  public  supply  is  chlorinated  and  4  analyses  were 
carried  out.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  connected  to  the  mains 
is  629  supplying  a  population  of  1849,  There  are  155  houses 
depending  for  their  supply  on  standpipes;  these  serve  a  population  of 

402. 
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During  the  year  a  new  section  of  3"  main  measuring  800  yards 
has  been  laid  to  supply  the  n ew  Housing  Estate.  The  3"  main  between 
The  Flag  Inn  and  Wivenhoe  Park,  measuring  700  yards,  has  been  taken 
over  from  the  War  Department .

West  Mersea  public  supply  is  chlorinated  and  6  analyses  were 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  connected 
to  the  mains  is  820  supplying  a  population  of  1913.  The  number  of 
dwelling  houses-  relying  on  standpipes  for  a  supply  is  37,  with  a 
population  of  76.  In  addition  12  houses  with  a  population  of  44  are 
supplied  by  Lexden  &  Winstree  from  the  Abberton  supply  in  the  area 
north  of  the-Strood.

These  supplies  are  connected  at  various  places  for  use  in 
emergency,  to  the  supplies  of  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  and 
to  the  supply  of  Colchester  Corporation. 

The  parish  of  Dedham  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Gas  & 
Water  Company. 


These  undertakings  ensure  the  district  being  adequately  supplied 
by  water  from  the  public  mains.  The  only  parish  which  is  still 
unfortunate  in  this  respect,  temporarily  it  is  hoped-,  is  East  Mersea. 
Difficulties  due  to  comparative  isolation  and  cost  have  so  far 
prevented  this  parish  sharing  the  amenities  enjoyed  by  other  parishes 
in  the  district.

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HOUSING 


The  difficulty  in  satisfying  the  needs  of  families  who  should 
be  re-housed  persists  in  an  acute  form.  The  Airfields,  where  a 
large  number  of  families  from  many  outside  districts  took  up 
residence,  are  showing  much  more  order  than  existed  at  the  outset 
of  their  invasion.  The  whole  conditions  of  life  are  much  more 
organised,  and  the  process  is  continuing.  Families  dotted  about 
on  the  Airfields  are  being  concentrated  in  areas  where  amenities 
can  be  provided. 

During  the  year  in  Lexden  &  Winstree  33  permanent  houses  and 
6  temporary  houses  were  erected,  yet  84  houses  inspected  were 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  could  not  be  made  so  at 
reasonable  expense.  Comment  should  be  unnecessary. 

In  addition  to  this  it  was  necessary  for  494  informal  notices 
for  repairs  to  be  effected.  This  represent s  the  result  of  the 
inspection  of  2725  premises. 

In  West  Morsoa  no  condemnations  or  demolitions  have  taken 
place,  but  500  licences  have  been  issuod  to  effect  essential 
repairs  and  maintenance. 

In  Wivcnhoe  the  housing  shortage  has  not  materially  changed. 
Four  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  but  21  new  houses  were 
erected,  15  being  permanent. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Disposal  Works  arc  in  operation  at  West  Mersea,  Wivenhoe, 
Tiptree  and  Dedham.  At  Layer  Breton  a  small  roadside  plant  exists 
for  disposing  of  waste  water;  these  works  need  constant  attention 
and  cannot  be  considered  very  satisfactory. 

Rowhcdge  village  drains  to  a  pumping  station  near  the  boundary 
of  the  parish,  and  from  there  the  sewage  is  pumped  into  the  head  of 
the  Colchester  Sewer. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year  but  20  properties 
were  connected  to  the  sewers,  18  of  these  being  in  Rowhedge . 

At  West  Mersea  there  have  been  no  extensions  to  the  Sewer,  but 
connections  have  been  made  to  35'  houses  during  the  year. 

In.  Wivenhoe  the  Sewerage  Works  have  been  kept  in  satisfactory 
condition  and  600  yards  of  sewer  have  been  laid  to  the  new  housing 
estate. 
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INFECTIOUS  &  CONTAGIOUS  DISEASE. 


Non  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  of  no  consequence  ' in 
the  three  districts  and  was  confined  to  a  few  isolated  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox,  German  Measles  and  Mumps. 

On  the  other  hand  notifiable  disease  was  more  prevalent, 
and  was  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  these  however  did  not  reach  the 
proportions  occurring  in  epidemic  years.  Both  these  diseases 
whilst  being  somewhat  more  prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
occurred  at  intervals  throughout  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis;  the  Nivenhoe 
cases  occurred  in  the  first  part  of  the  year,  whilst  those  at  West 
Mersea  occurred  towards  the  end. 

Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year;  one  at 
West  Mersea  and  one  in  Lexden  &  Winstree.  The  Mersea  case  was  a 
visitor  and  the  other  had  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  London. 

In  both  cases  importation  of  the  disease  seemed  probable.

MOSQUITOES 

The  prevalence  of  this  pest  continues  in  the  coastal  areas  of 
*■  the  district.  To  alleviate  the  nuisance  the  co-operation  of  every¬ 
one  is  needed;  the  protection  of  snail  stagnant  pools  and  the 
cutting  of  lush  grass  is  just  as  important  as  the  larger  undertakings 
which  only  a  local  authority  can  do.  It  will  be  of  considerable  help 
when  the  penstock  at  the  large  expanse  of  water  known  as  Shears 
Meadow  is  repaired,  so  that  regular  flushing-  of- this -lake  can  be 
undertaken  again.
